WARRANT 


ESSEX,  SS :  To  either  of  the  Constables  of   the   Town   of 
Andover.  Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you 
are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Andover  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet 
and  assemble  in  the  Town  House,  in  said  Andover,  on  Mon- 
day, the  second  day  of  March,  1903,  at  7.30  a.  m.,  to  act 
upon  the  following  articles  : 

Article  1st. — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Article  2nd. — To  choose  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector 
of  Taxes,  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Asses- 
sors and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  one  year,  one  member  of 
the  Board  of  Health  for  three  years,  three  members  of  the 
School  Committee  for  three  years,  and  one  member  for  one 
year  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  John  L.  Brewster, 
resigned,  one  Trustee  of  Memorial  Hall  for  seven  years,  one 
Trustee  of  Cornell  Fund  for  three  years,  one  Park  Com- 
missioner for  three  years,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  for  three  years,  one  Tree  Warden  for  one  year,  three 
Auditors  of  Accounts,  one  or  more  Constables,  Fence 
Viewers,  Field  Drivers,  Surveyors  of  Lumber,  Fire  Wards,  a 
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Pound  Keeper,  one  or  more  Surveyors  of  Highways,  if  the 
town  so  votes,  and  any  other  officers  the  town  may  determine 
to  choose. 

Article  3rd. — To  take  action  on  the  following  question  : 
fc'  Shall  license  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  Intoxicating  Liquors 
in  this  town  ?  " 

Article  4th. — To  determine  what  sums  of  money  shall  be 
appropriated  for  Schools,  School-houses,  School-books  and 
supplies,  Highways  and  Bridges,  Macadamized  Roads,  Side- 
walks, Removing  Snow,  Horses  and  Drivers,  Street  Lighting, 
Town  Officers,  Public  Works  (Maintenance,  Construction, 
and  Sinking  Funds),  Sinking  Fund  for  Memorial  Hall 
Notes,  Fire  Department  (Maintenance  and  Fire  Alarm), 
Town  House  (Maintenance),  Almshouse,  Repairs  on  Alms- 
house, State  Aid,  Military  Aid,  Relief  out  of  Almshouse, 
State  Tax,  County  Tax,  Abatement  of  Taxes,  Interest  on 
Bonds,  Funds  and  Notes,  Redemption  of  Water  Bonds 
(Voted  Oct.  21,  1889),  Notes  Payable  (Park  Loan,  Town 
House  Improvement,  Small  Pox,  and  Drainage  of  Main 
Street),  Printing  and  Stationery,  Miscellaneous,  Memorial 
Day,  Insurance,  Spring  Grove  Cemetery,  Hay  Scales,  Park 
Commission,  Public  Dump  and  other  town  charges  and 
expenses.

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HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR'S  REPORT 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Andover — 

Gentlemen  :  I  herewith  present  my  report  on  Highways 
and  Bridges. 

Work  was  commenced  on  March  24th  at  Buchan's  pit. 
Beginning  at  the  Shattuck  place  in  West  Andover  we 
graveled  the  road  through  the  hollow  placing  Telford  road 
up  the  hill  to  the  Cutler  farm.  We  repaired  Trow's  hill, 
graveled  Central  street  from  the  South  church  to  T.  A. 
Holt's  store,  also  Summer  street  from  Mr.  Pasho's  to  John 
E.  Hutcheson's,  and  the  Nathan  Abbott  road. 

May  28th,  we  started  up  the  machinery  on  the  River  road, 
to  expend  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  of  the  previous 
year.  Eleven  hundred  twenty-five  feet  of  macadam  road 
was  built,  making  the  total  amount  thirty-four  hundred  feet 
west  of  the  Lawrence  line.  We  exceeded  the  balance  of  the 
appropriation.  Edward  Shattuck  gave  us  the  stone  for  five 
hundred  feet  of  road  and  as  the  machinery  was  in  place,  I 
thought  best  to  finish  this,  using  money  from  the  highway 
appropriation. 

The  bridge  at  Stevens  Mills  was  raised  two  feet.  This 
bridge  I  have  re-planked  three  times  in  eleven  years,  and 
the  Ballardvale  bridge,  one  of  the  same  kind  was  not  done 
for  nineteen  years,  so  I  thought  best  to  raise  it.  The  rais- 
ing, stone  work,  lumber  and  filling  cost  a  little  over  a  thou- 
sand dollars.  As  it  costs  nearly  four  hundred  dollars  to 
re-plank  it,  I  consider  this  money  well  invested. 

August  10th  we  commenced  at  the  railroad  bridge,  North 
Main  street  and  built  1200  feet  of  macadam  road,  paving 
the  gutters  and  putting  in  two  catch  basins.      As    there  was 
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only  $972  left  from  the  macadam  appropriation  after  paying 
for  the  work  done  the  fall  previous  on  Elm  street,  we  were 
unable  to  connect  this  with  the  macadam  at  the  square. 

The  road  machine  has  been  used  23  days  in  different 
parts  of  the  town.  This  machine  usually  repairs  a  mile  each 
day.  The  gutters  were  cleaned  as  usual  and  stones  raked. 
The  hoky  poky  cart  is  still  in  use  and  doing  good  service. 

There  was  no  appropriation  for  gravel  sidewalks  but  we 
built  250  feet  on  Avon  street  and  a  short  one  on  the  north 
side  of  Mineral  street.  I  would  say  that  right  here  is  one  of 
the  worst  places  in  town  for  the  water  to  settle.  1  would 
recommend  that  the  town  put  in  two  catch  basins  and  pipe 
them  to  the  river,  a  distance  of  1000  feet  or  more.  A  catch 
basin  was  put  in  on  Lowell  street  near  Mr.  Pike's  and  one  in 
Abbott  Village  which  we  piped  to  the  river.  This  work  has 
been  needed  for  a  long  time.  A  great  many  loads  of  gravel 
ha\  e  been  used  to  repair  sidewalks  in  different  parts  of  the 
town.  A  portion  of  Pine  street  was  graded  with  ashes  from 
the  Tyer  Rubber  company. 

A  pipe  culvert  was  put  in  near  John  B.  Jenkins'.  New 
railing  was  placed  over  the  fish  brook  near  Phelps  crossing 
and  on  Reservation  street. 

A  concrete  walk  was  put  in  on  Bartlet  street  from  Morton 
street  to  connect  with  the  walk  near  the  Stowe  school,  under 
the  betterment  act.  A  concrete  walk  with  edgestones  was 
laid  on  the  south  side  of  the  Town  House.  An  asphalt 
crossing  was  built  from  the  Town  House  to  the  corner  near 
Whiting's  store,  also  one  from  Campion's  corner  to  Memo- 
rial Hall,  one  near  the  Episcopal  church,  and  two  across 
Florence  street  (one  at  Elm  street  and  one  at  Park  street.) 
Several  concrete  walks  and  gutters  were  repaired. 

The  streets  in  Ballard  vale  have  been  kept  in  repair  by  the 
town  horses  kept  there. 

We  began  work  on  the  State  road  September  2nd,  and 
built  3400  feet  finishing  it  the  last   of  November.      This  is 
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the  fifth  piece  I  have  built  in  Andover.  You  will  see 
by  the  Selectmen's  account  that  there  is  a  balance  in 
the  town's  favor.  As  this  is  said  to  be  the  last  piece  of 
State  road  which  we  are  to  receive,  I  would  say  that  the  five 
pieces  call  for  an  appropriation  of  $27,000  which  sum  has 
been  expended  under  my  direction.  This  money  has  been 
kept  in  town.  If  the  road  had  been  built  by  contract,  this 
labor  would  have  been  done  largely  by  Italians.

The  work  of  the  Commissioners  during  the  past  year  has 
been  limited  to  very  narrow  lines  by  the  small  amount  of 
money  available. 

There  are  now  under  the  control  of  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners, besides  several  smaller  plats,  three  pieces  of  land  the 
full  development  of  which  means  much  for  the  future  beauty 
of  the  town.  Two  of  these,  the  Carmel  Woods  and  the 
'*  Common  "  are  owned  by  the  town  ;  the  other,  the  new 
playstead  back  of  the  schools  is  being  purchased  by  private 
subscriptions  and  is  held  by  the  Park  Commissioners  in  trust. 

Plans  for  the  planting  and  other  improvements  on  the 
"  Common  "  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioners  and 
it  would  seem  to  be  very  important  that  work  should  begin 
in  the  improvement  of  this  spot  at  an  early  date.

During  the  past  year  our  work  has  been  confined  mostly 
to  trimming  up  the  roads  in  the  outskirts  of  the  town, 
which  were  badly  overgrown  with  underbrush  and  in  some 
places  almost  impassable.  Work  has  been  done  on  Summer 
street,  Haverhill  street,  Lowell  street,  Brundrett  avenue, 
Chandler  road,  Reservation  street,  Beacon  street,  Wood 
Hill  road,  Tucker  road,  Salem  street,  Prospect  Hill  road, 
Greenwood  road  and  High  Plain  road,  in  all  about  25 
miles  of  road  have  been  trimmed  up.  During  the  early 
Spring  storms  six  trees  were  uprooted  and  several  were 
badly  broken  in  the  outskirts  and  had  to  be  removed  for  the 
safety  of  the  public.  Sixty-five  shade  trees  were  planted  in 
various  parts  of  the  town.  In  closing  my  report  I  would 
ask  that  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  be  appropri- 
ated that  the  work  may  be  carried  on.

STREET   BOUNDS 


To  the  Eonorablt  Board  of  Selectmen — 

Acting  at  your  request  I  have  attended  to  investigating 
the  matter  of  street  bounds  for  the  Highways  of  Andover  and 
submit  the  following  report. 

As  in  all  other  matters  the  first  requisite  was  the  obtain- 
ing of  positive  knowledge  of  existing  facts  in  relation  to  the 
Highways ;  and  the  major  part  of  the  labor  performed  has 
been  in  that  line. 

Both  County  and  Town  records  were  found  to  be  in  a 
rather  chaotic  condition ;  in  many  cases  the  records  are  im- 
perfect, improperly  indexed  or  no  index  at  all.  The  first 
duty  therefore  was  to  bring  the  records  into  some  sort  of 
order.  With  the  advice  and  consent  of  your  Board  the 
records  of  County  Highways  in  Andover  were  transcribed  by 
Miss  Alice  C.  Jenkins  and  are  now  on  file  in  the  Town 
House  ;  the  Town  records  relating  to  Town  Highways  have 
been  indexed  and  the  County  Highways  carried  to  the  same 
index  so  that  a  street  record  can  be  found  indexed  under  its 
present  name.  , 

The  layout  of  streets  as  shown  by  the  records  has  been 
compared  with  the  present  location  of  street  lines  as  shown 
by  surveys  recently  made  wherever  notes  of  such  surveys 
are  on  file.  New  surveys  have  been  made  of  Central,  High, 
School,  Stevens  and  North  Main  streets,  and  in  addition 
street  lines  have  been  located  on  Highland  Road,  Phillips 
and  Whittier  streets. 

A  study  of  the  records  and  comparison  of  Street  lines  as 
they  are  given  with  lines  as  at  present  located  shows  a  woe- 
ful state  of  affairs.  Landmarks  which  may  have  been  suf- 
ficient at  the  time  the  layout  was  made  have  entirely  dis- 
appeared.    Previous  to  A.  D.  1728  the  length   of  the  lines 
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or  the  angles  are  not  recorded,  for  example  a  street  may  be 
recorded  as  beginning  at  a  marked  tree  on  land  of  A.  thence 
running  to  a  great  stone  on  land  of  B.  thence  as  stakes  are 
set  on  either  side  to  a  Highway.  From  1728  to  1759  the 
length  of  the  lines  appear  but  no  directions  or  angles  ap- 
pear on  the  records;  since  1759  the  records  show  that  actual 
surveys  of  the  streets  were  made  but  no  care  seems  to  have 
been  taken  to  establish  or  maintain  permanent  landmarks. 
In  making  an  attempt  to  establish  street  lines  where  any- 
thing like  reliable  data  is  obtainable  it  is  found  that  in  many 
cases  the  street  has  not  been  built  as  laid  out  or  has  been 
encroached  upon  until  it  becomes  a  question  as  to  whether 
it  is  better  to  take  the  old  layout  or  have  the  Town  accept  a 
new  one. 

To  remedy  this  condition  I  would  suggest  that  the  Town 
might  instruct  the  Selectmen,  to  relocate  such  of  the  street 
lines  of  the  Town  Highways  and  petition  the  County  Com- 
missioners to  lay  out  such  of  the  County  Highways,  as  they 
shall  find  necessary. 

This  may  be  taken  up  and  be  pushed  to  completion  as 
rapidly  as  possible  or  an  appropriation  may  be  made  each 
year  to  be  expended  with  this  end  in  view,  in  either  case  it 
is  a  tedious  job  and  a  matter  of  considerable  expense  to  the 
Town,  but  I  can  see  no  other  way  of  preserving  your  streets.

THIRTY-SECOND  ANNUAL   REPORT    OF 
THE   BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 


The  Trustees  have  very  little  to  add  to  the  reports  of  the 
Treasurer  and  of  the  Librarian,  given  in  another  part  of  this 
pamphlet. 

A  gift  from  Mr.  David  Middleton,  lately  deceased  at  the 
age  of  eighty-six,  has  reminded  us  of  the  early  days  of  our 
Library.  Mr.  Middleton,  who  was  one  of  the  original  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  and  also  of  the  Library  Committee,  was 
conspicuously  active  and  helpful  in  its  formative  period. 
When  the  choice  of  a  system  for  the  operation  of  the 
Library  was  under  discussion,  he,  with  other  members  of 
the  Board,  visited  the  libraries  of  Newton,  Brookline,  and 
other  towns  to  inquire  into  the  working  of  their  systems. 
He  also  gave  much  time  and  thought  to  the  consideration 
of  the  rules  and  regulations  which  have  continued  from  that 
time  to  govern  the  administration  of  the  Library. 

The  gift  consists  of  the  portraits  of  two  of  his  most  dis- 
tinguished countrymen,  Robert  Burns  and  Sir  Walter  Scott, 
which  have  been  hung  in  the  Memorial  Room,  a  valuable 
book,  "  The  Tartans  of  the  Clans  of  Scotland,"  which  can 
be  seen  in  the  Reference  Room,  and  some  fifteen  other 
volumes  relating  to  Scotland  and  Scottish  life. 

Another  addition  to  the  Reference  Room  is  the  "New 
International   Encyclopedia,"  seventeen  volumes,  published 
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by  Dodd,  Mead  &  Company.  This  is  probably  the  most 
valuable  as  well  as  the  most  modern  book  of  its  kind 
possessed  by  the  Library.

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REPORT  OF 

BOARD  OF  PUBLIC   WORKS 


To  the   Citizens  of  Andover  : 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  submit  their  fifth  annual 
report,  it  being  the  seventh  of  the  Sewer  and  fifteenth  of  the 
Water  Systems  for  the  year  ending  January  12th,  1904.

The  Sewer  System  is  practically  the  same  as  when  our 
last  report  was  made.  No  extensions  to  the  street  lines 
have  been  made,  and  only  a  few  improvements  to  the  general 
system,  and  very  few  repairs  have  been  necessary. 

The  flow  of  sewage  has  increased  considerably  with  the 
extra  connections  made,  but  this  has  been  disposed  of  with 
ease,  and  everything  connected  with  the  system  has  worked 
very  satisfactorily. 

There  appears  to  be  some  misapprehension  in  regard  to 
benefits  accuring  to  unoccupied  lands  abutting  on  streets 
where  sewers  are  laid.  True,  there  may  be  instances  where 
the  assessments  on  these  lands  may  seem  a  burden,  but  it 
must  be  admitted  that  these  lands  are  enhanced  in  value  by 
being  so  situated,  and  any  of  this  property  sold  will,  or  ought 
to,  bring  more  than  enough  extra  to  offset  the  assessments. 
If  we  may  judge  by  the  urgent  calls  for  both  water  and 
sewer  from  settlers  on  new  streets  not  already  so  provided, 
these  two  blessings  are  appreciated  and  willingly  paid  for. 


If  these  lands  are  to  be  held  and  continue  to  be  unoccupied 
and  unimproved,  the  benefits  derived  may  not  be  so  easily 
determined.

There  were  laid  during  the  year  2556.8  feet  of  6  inch 
pipe,  as  follows :  299  feet  on  the  Locke  estate,  1584  feet  on 
Pine  street,  397  feet  on  Avon  street,  and  276.8  feet  for 
Smith  &  Dove.  The  system  now  contains  over  thirty  miles 
of  pipe. 

The  street  lines  have  not  required  very  many  extra  re- 
pairs or  heavy  expenditures  and  are  all  in  good  condition. 
Several  service  pipes  have  been  replaced  with  new  ones  and 
no  doubt  this  part  of  the  work  will  require  more  attention 
in  the  future  than  formerly,  but,  fortunately,  the  extra  ex- 
pense will  not  be  great. 

The  water  has  been  exceptionally  good  and  the  amount  in 
the  pond  has  been  very  uniform,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  this 
is  a  peculiarity  of  our  supply  source,  it  varies  but  little 
whether  it  is  a  wet  or  dry  season.  The  late  fall  and  early 
winter  affected  many  supply  sources  very  seriously,  yet  ours 
has  remained  in  about  its  normal  condition,  with  plenty  for 
all  requirements  and  to  spare. 


The  coal  shed  at  the  station  will  require  some  repairs 
and  a  general  fixing  up  before  another  large  lot  of  coal  is 
put  in.  It  is  hard  to  tell  what  this  will  cost,  but  it  probably 
can  be  done  without  great  expense,  so  that  it  will  be  all 
right  for  some  time. 

A  small  ice  house  has  been  built  for  the  use  of  the 
engineer,  taking  the  place  of  a  temporary  one,  located  near 
the  coal  shed. 

While  the  conditions  as  they  exist  in  regard  to  the  effect 
of  electricity  on  the  water  pipes  may  not  be  as  bad  as  in 
some  other  places,  it  is  serious  enough  to  cause  anxiety  for 
the  safety  of  our  system  in  this  town. 

Last  spring  our  attention  was  called  to  the  effect  of  elec- 
trolyses of  several  service  pipes,  and  the  bad  effect  on  some 
street  lines,  and  we  deemed  it  of  sufficient  importance  to 
employ  an  expert  in  this  business  to  test  and  ascertain,  if 
possible,  the  true  condition  of  the  pipes  that  seemed  to  be  the 
most  liable  to  injury  from  this  source.  I  submit  his  report 
for  your  consideration. 

Methuen,  Mass.,  June  1st,  1903. 
Board  of  Public    Works,  Andover,  Mass  : 

Gentlemen  :  —  In  compliance  with  the  request  of  your 
superintendent,  I  herewith  submit  report  showing  test  read- 
ings, relating  to  electrolysis  of  your  water  main,  which  were 
made  on  May  19,  20,  21.  These  tests  were  made  by  the 
writer,  assisted  by  your  superintendent,  who  is  familiar  with 
the  conditions  as  found,  and  can  without  doubt  give  you 
further  enlightenment  on  any  point  not  fully  set  forth  in  this 
report. 

The  conditions  in  general  are  not  extremely  bad,  but  are 
sufficiently  so  as  to  cause  a  general  deterioration  of  your 
pipe  lines,  especially  at  points  where  the  mains  are  in  very 
wet  ground  and  the  earth  salts  are  favorable  to  electrolysis. 
While  breaks  in  the  mains  may  not  occur  at  present  from 
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this  cause,  they  are  sure  to  develop  at  some  future  time,  de- 
pending on  the  different  controlling  factors. 

The  cause  of  the  railway  current  leaving  the  rails  and 
following  the  pipe  mains  is  insufficient  conductivity  in  the 
rails  whereby  the  current  is  returned  to  the  power  house. 
There  are  several  reasons  for  the  lack  of  conductivity,  but 
there  is  a  way  to  overcome  the  difficulty  if  the  street  railway 
officials  care  to  expend  a  sufficient  sum  and  arrange  a  low 
resistance  path  for  the  return  current. 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  test  made  :  — 

Dead  end  of  water  main,  south  end  of  Main  street,  highest 
potential  10  volts,  6  amperes,  current  rail  to  pipe  ;  reverse 
1.5  volts,  1 .5  amperes. 

Hydrant,  Salem  and  Main  streets  ;  rail  to  pipe  3.4  volts, 
4.0  amperes  ;  reverse  1.5  volts,  5  amperes. 

Punchard  avenue  and  Main  street ;  pipe  to  rail  2.5  volts, 
4.5  amperes,  also  between  hydrants  parallel  with  rail  (500 
ft.)  1.5  volts. 

Hydrant,  north  side  of  Arch  bridge  ;  rail  to  pipe  5  volts, 
7  amperes.  South  side  of  same  bridge  ;  rail  to  pipe  6  volts, 
5  amperes. 

Hydrant,  dead  end  of  Union  street ;  pipe  to  rail  3  volts,  1 
ampere.     (Through  350  ft.  No.  18  wire.) 

Hydrant,  corner  Main  and  Union  streets  ;  rail  to  pipe  6 
volts,  6  amperes  ;  reverse,  3  volts,  2  amperes. 

First  hydrant  on  Haverhill  street ;  rail  to  pipe  1  volts,  3 
amperes. 

Hydrant,  Elm  Square,  reverse  fluctuations  very  marked, 
pipe  to  rail  4  volts,  3  amperes ;  reverse  3.5  volts,  5  amperes. 

Arch  bridge,  between  hydrants  (500  ft.)  3  volts,  4  am- 
peres. Between  500  ft.  rail  1.3  volts,  measured  through  No. 
18  wire. 

May  21st,  opened  main  pipe  on  Arch  bridge  and  inserted 
testing  instruments  in  circuit  with  both  ends  of  pipe ;  noted  a 
potential  of  2.5  volts  and  a  current  of  2  amperes,  same 
going  in  direction  of  Lawrence. 


The  above  were  the  main  tests  and  are  sufficient  to  show 
the  average  conditions  in  your  town. 

Wherever  current  leaves  the  pipe,  it  will  corrode  a 
certain  weight  of  iron,  the  amount  corroded  depending  on 
the  number  of  amperes  flowing ;  as  the  tests  show  that 
current  is  flowing  along  the  pipes,  it  is  absolutely  certain 
that  it  cannot  leave  same  unless  electrolysis  takes  place  at 
point  of  leaving. 

I  believe  this  report  will  give  you  a  sufficiently  clear  un- 
derstanding of  the  matter,  so  that  your  Board  may  take 
whatever  course  it  sees  fit  in  the  future.

Twenty-four  meters  were  set   during  the  year  and   3  dis- 
continued. 

Total  number  of  meters  in  use,  722. 
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The  raising  of  the  bridge  on  Stevens  street  necessitated  a 
change  of  the  six-inch  pipe  at  that  point.  It  was  taken  off 
the  bridge  floor  and  relaid  on  the  outside  girder  on  the 
north  side  of  the  bridge. 

A  systematic  examination  of  the  main  pipes  has  been 
made.  A  number  of  hidden  leaks  were  discovered  and  re- 
paired, materially  decreasing  the  consumption  of  water. 
Complaints  of  lack  of  pressure  have  been  numerous.  Every 
complaint  has  been  investigated.  In  many  cases  the  trouble 
has  been  in  the  interior  pipes  and  fixtures.  Where  there 
has  been  stoppage  in  the  service  pipe,  the  pipe  has  been 
cleaned  or  a  new  service  put  in. 

The  sills  and  floor  of  the  coal  shed  have  rotted  away  and 
the  dumping  platform  is  in  a  dangerous  condition.  Tem- 
porary repairs  at  least  will  be  required  before  any  large 
amount  of  coal  can  be  put  in. 

Sewers 

There  was  no  call  for  common  sewers  during  1903. 

Twenty-three  applications  for  house  connections  were  re- 
ceived and  23  connections  laid. 

Length  of  connections  laid  during  1903,  1204  feet. 

Total  length  of  house  connections  in  service,  25163  feet. 

Total  number  of  applications  received,  408. 

Total  number  of  connections  in  service,  390. 

The  operation  of  the  sewer  system  has  caused  very  little 
trouble.  Complaints  were  received  early  i:i  the  year  of 
noise  occasioned  by  the  motor  pumps  on  the  low  level 
systems.     This  trouble  has  been  remedied. 

The  removal  of  sludge  from  the  settling  tank  attthe  filtra- 
tion area  becomes  necessary  at  such  short  intervals  as  to 
fully  tax  the  capacity  of  the  sludge  during  continued  wet 
weather.  The  filter  beds  are  ample  in  area  for  a  long  time 
to  come,  but  the  discharging  of  sludge  on  them  would 
seriously   diminish  their  capacity  and  increase  the  cost  of 
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their  maintenance.  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  ques- 
tion of  constructing  an  additional  sludge  bed  receive  your 
consideration.
